In order that our brethren may be “posted”, 
as to passing events and opinions on the sub- 
ject, of those engaged in the moyement, we 
give them the following quotations.

Congregationalism must adapt itself to present con- 
ditions. This means having appointed leaders who 
know the needs of fields larger than the local church, 
and committing to them some degree of responsibility 
and of corresponding authority.

parent that Congregationalists are willing to advance 
to a common ground where it will be much easier -for 
Methodist Protestants and United Brethren to meet 
them in organic union, than if they insisted on retain- 
ing unchanged the principle of the independency of 
the churches as in its present form with them. There 
is encouragement in these expressions, which, taken 
along with the action of the sub-committees of the 
United Brethren and Methodist Protestant churches in 
Dayton, Ohio, two or three weeks ago, delaying any 
further movement looking toward union of these last, 


.two named bodies alone, in order to wait until all three 


churches could act upon the subject simultaneously, 
leads us to think that organic union of these three 
bodies is not far distant. The progress of the leaven 
is certainly most marked. 

The last event referred to in the latter part 
of the foregoing passage was the adjournment 
of the sub-committees of the United Brethren 
and Methodist Protestants, which had met 
without the presence of the Congregational- 
ists. But observing that some of the Congre- 
gationalists were agitating for change of their 
government, the sub-committees of the two de- 
nominations decided to wait before going 
further with the two. But, on this event, the 
editor of the Watchword (United Brethren) 
uses these words, in his issue of Feb. 9, 1904: 

THREE-CORNERED CourRTSHIP. “Two are company, 
threeare a crowd,”is a statement young people sometimes 
make where the two referred to are especially interest- 
ed in each other, and.a third one is present. We fear 
the same statement may be made concerning the efforts 
of three denominations to unite. A marriage is much 
more likely to take place if the two who are most con- 
genial are left to themselves. The United Brethren 
and Methodist Protestant churches entered upon a

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courtship that promised much, when the great Congre- 
gational church asked to sit in the same parlor, a priv: 
ilege which was cheerfully and courteously granted. 
This somewhat diverted the attention of the two first, 
although the companionship was pleasant. Then the 
Methodist Protestants and the United Brethren, 
through their committees, met for a little meeting by 
themselves, and because the gallant Congregationalists 
had been so attentive, they agreed to wait. 

Well, both are young, and the negotiations have not 
proceeded very far, and they can afford to wait a while. 
Meantime, they should neglect no opportunity to cul- 
tivate each other’s acquaintanceship, and not deny 
themselves the pleasure of the anticipated happiness 
of a union. 

The Congregationalists are gallant and agreeable, 
but a three-cornered courtship has its infelicities. 

We are glad that the Christians did not in- 
terfere; never intruding our presence; in fact, 
never being present except on invitation. And 
we rejoice that when the lights were turned 
low in the parlor we took the hint, and quietly 
went home, although the Congrégationalists 
lingered. But-still there are, to our surprise, 
four denominations now involved. This was 
revealed to us by the following words of Rey.

13, 1904: 

It is not a little singular that the proposed union of 
the Methodist Protestant and Primitive Methodist 
churehes should have been lost sight ofy yet such ap- 
pears to be the case. The subject of this union was in- 
troduced and discussed long before the much mooted 
union of the Congregationalist, the United Brethren 
and Methodist Protestant churches had become a prop- 
osition; and should take precedence of the large union 
proposed, or should, at least, be duly considered in 
connection with it. Yet, nothing is being heard about 
it; and many are asking why this is? 

The January issue of the Primitive Methodist 
Journal contains an historical sketch of this movement, 
the basis of union, ete., which doubtless a goodly num- 
ber of the lay members of both churches have not seen. 
The facts as published in the Journal are, in part, as 
follows: ; 

“In July, 1902, a communication was received from 
Rev. D. S. Stephens, D. D., president of the Methodist 
Protestant General Conference, stating that he had ap- 
pointed a committee of four to consider and lay down 
a basis- upon which the two churches could unite, and 
asking us to appoint a similar committee. Z 

The president of our General Conference, Rev. W. H. 
Yarrow, D. D., in accordance with the resolution of the 
General Conference, authorized the Committee on Fra- 
ternal Relations to meet them. On August 13, 1902, the 
joint committee met in New York City and agreed up- 
on the following basis of union: 

1. We suggest the adoption of all that is in com- 
mon in the books of Discipline of each church,” ete. 

This, of course, indicates a consolidation on 
a creed basis: But, on examination, we find 
that this project had not been ignored by the 
United Brethren: for we found the following 
from the pen of Dr. W. M. Weekley in the 
Religious Telescope (United Brethren, “Lib- 
eral”) of Feb. 10, 1904: : 5 

Negotiations looking toward organie union aré. by 
no means confined to the Congregational, United Breth- 
ren, and Methodist Protestant churches. A much 
broader field is included. * * * * 

It will not be a great while until the Methodist 
Protestants and Primitive Methodists will be one. The 
latter is a small body of only a few thousand members, 
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but it shows its good sense and religion by agreeing to 
unite its forces with another church similar im doc- 
trine and government, and much better equipped for 
work. 


It is evident from these extracts that the 
matter of “doctrine” plays an important part 
in the matter. But we might almost conjec- 
ture that the article of Dr: Weekley, from 
which we quote, was intended to be an indi- 
rect reply to the article of Rev. J. R. Cham- 
bers, of Earlton, Kansas, in the Religious Tel- 
escope of Feb. 3d: 


Let us reason for a short time on the subject of or- 
ganic church union; for, much as has been printed in 
the Telescope on this question, there has been, in it all. 
little or no reason or logic presented. 

We have had a superabundance—even to the pro- 
duction of nausea—of such as 
“Higher Views of Church Work,” “Broader Fields of 
Usefulness,” ete.; but while these writers have been so 
profuse in the use of these “glittering generalities,” 
they have been strangely, even painfully silent as to 
when, where, or how any real strength or benefit will 
acerue to the Christian world by the proposed union. 
At the late session of the Neosho Conference, I kindly 
requested Bishop Matthews and Brother Weekley to in- 
form me and the public on this matter, but they are 
The advocates of this union 


grand expressions, 


as silent as the grave. 
seem to have purposely, or otherwise, overlooked the 
very plain fact that, if the union were consummated, 
and every particle of the strength of both or all three 
of the churches saved and utilized, there would not be 
a single worker more, or a dollar more of money than 
there is now. But even this is a moral impossibility, 
for, talk of it as you please, think of it as you may, 
and let those men at headquarters and self-appointed 
committees counsel and plan to their heart’s content, 
and as the lawyers say, let them barter, trade, sell, 
convey, and mortgage, yet, after all, like the ward pol- 
itician, they will find in the final issue that they can- 
not deliver the goods, not all the goods; no, not by a 
long ways. But could all this force be united and made 
effective, it would not change the conditions, as to the 
enemy we fight. Sin would be found in every city, 
town, village, and country place, precisely as now, and 
to oppose and overcome it we would have to be scat- 
tered, and go into all those places, just as the different 
churches do now. If Satan could be induced to concen- 
trate all his forces at one place, like Napoleon at 
Waterloo, and we could then unite all our hosts under 
our great Church-Union General Wel—Weekley, then 
we might fight to a finish, and finish him; but we all 
know, alas! too well, that the old adversary is far 
too wily for that. * * * * 

| am simply amazed at the action of so many of our 
general officers and men at headquarters. For all the 
world, they remind me of a dreamy, sentimental, love- 
sick, fifteen-year-old girl, who is just dying to give her- 
self away, and thus at once, and forever, erase her name, 
individuality, lineage, history and all, from the face of 
the earth. 

Again I am astonished at the action of that great, 
self-appointed committee, in its proposed provision for 
a general council, the utility of which is, 
to say the least, very doubtful—would cause an endless 
amount of friction, confusion and dissatisfaction. 

That whole general-council plan is expensive, bung- 
ling, and impractical,—not to use stronger terms. 

The methods of the advocates of this union project 
have not always been above just censure. .* * * 

First of all, I am a Christian, and then a United 
Brethren, first, last, and all the time. 


But Dr. Weekley is earnestly active, as is 
apparent from the fact that he not only has 
his eye on the three denominations, and the 
Primitive Methodists, but on the Free Bap- 
tists also, making five. This is evident from 
the following passage in the Free Baptist of 
Feb. 9, 1904: 


At the present time, the Methodist Protestants, 
United Brethren in Christ, and Congregationalists 
have a movement on foot which bids fair to result in 
union. I have received two letters from Dr. W. M. 
Weekley, secretary of the joint committee, with ref- 
erence to the possibility of Free Baptists joining the 
proposed union. 

In justice to the truth and the facts of our denom- 
inational life, I could only answer that I considered 
such a union of Free Baptists with these Pedo-baptist 


* * * 


bodies as impossible, at the present time. With glad- 
ness of heart I rejoiced in the proposed union of de- 
nominations so closely akin as the three which were 
coming together, but that Free Baptists must unite, 
—if with any other,—with other “Baptist bodies. Any 
other step at present would cause more friction than 
harmony. Such a union of Free Baptists and “Chris- 
tians” was proposed in 1885, and a plan formulated, 
but the rock on which it inevitably split was that of 
immersion, to which our people firmly held. 


But not only are there differences of senti- 
ment in the United Brethren body, but in the 
Congregationalist, notwithstanding the will- 
ingness of some of those brethren to surrender 
to the former. The Advance (Congregational- 
ist) of Jan. 28, 1904, contained many passages, 
from different writers, which we quote without 
comment: 

By D.C. Coburn, D. D., (Methodist Protes- 
tant, however; the other writers being Congre- 
gationalists) : 


Of course doctrine is vitally important. But so far 


no doctrinal differences or variations have appeared 
in the work of the committees to prevent the three 
churehes from uniting under one creed thoroughly 
evangelical. 

But when it comes to government the way is not so 
smooth. 


By C. H. Small, D. D.: 


It has been my privilege to be present at important 


gatherings when the union has_ been discussed, 
= * * and I have failed to hear that to 
which I could seriously object as one who 
longs for Christian unity and who loves his 
denomination and all that it stands for. In ex- 


temporaneous utterances one may emphasize his hopes 
and desires with much fervor while eminently wise in 
the steps taken to realize them. Such [ believe to be 
true of Dr. Gladden and his address at the federation 
convention in Dayton. * * * 

The powers of the General Council, composed of rep- 
resentatives elected from the respective bodies, as ree- 
ommended by the committee, axe to be advisory. 

There are no barriers of doctrine to stand in the 
way and hinder the realization. This has been clearly 
recognized in every presentation I have heard. If bar- 
riers there are they pertain to polity and the denom- 
inational antecedents. 

The unity cannot be one of absorption, there must be 
mutual concessions. 


By Dr. A, N. Hitchcock: 


The word federation is indefinite; but if organic 
union is meant, it is evidently impracticable, what- 
ever our theory. There are traditions, usages, long 
association, a certain momentum in each body which 
would be endangered by any considerable “surrender” 
on either side. 

If any surrender is made, it must, from the nature 
of the case, be by the Unifed Brethren, for theirs is 
the centralized organization. But there is no body en- 
trusted with Congregational independence and author- 
ized to surrender it. Each church has its own inde- 
pendence, and alone can surrender it. 

The local consolidation of churches contributes little 
to the question of organic union of denominations. The 
question at once arises, With what body will the con- 
solidated churches affiliate? It must affiliate or else 
become one of the nondescript “union” churches. 


By Dr. C. H. Taintor: 


Surrendering of our independence seems to me neith- 
er feasible nor desirable. I understand that the United 
Brethren church has a system of bishops and confer- 
ences—in a word, central authority. To undertake 
to impose such a central authority upon Congregational 
churches would provoke more discord that’ it would 
heal; but what does “surrendering our independence” 
mean if not this? 


By the editor of the Advance, the most thor- 
oughly representative Congregationalist jour- 
nal published : 

The question of federation is coming up the road. 
When the National Council meets at Des Moines next 
October federation may be in a front seat, with a dis- 
position to climb up on the platform and shake hands 
with the Moderator and other men who occupy high 
seats.

. Name usually than in all else. 
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As to the United Brethren, we should like to have 
more time to think about matters. The remark made 
by the Religious Telescope, an organ of that denoming. 
tion, which was quoted in last week’s Advance, gave us 
a little jar. The Telescope said, “Without a willingness 
on the part of Congregationalists to surrender, at least 
in part, the independence of churches, union with the 
United Brethren church will be impossible.” The word 
surrender itself jars, and to talk of surrendering inde 
pendence cuts right across the grain of all our tra. 
ditions. It is too much like a down pour on a Fourth 
of July celebration. We fear that it would throw a 
coldness over the meeting. And, as Dr. Hitchcock says, 
the independence belongs to the individual churches 
and they are not spoiling for surrender. 

The United Brethren have a form of government 
which is considerably removed from Congregationalism, 
No doubt they find it good and useful, for something 
has made them a most excellent people. But we are 
not used to it. They have bishops, but we do not know 
much about bishops of the modern kind, and we know 
a good deal more about the older kind than we want 
to know. Just how we would like a modified form of 
an up to date bishop we cannot say. Perhaps it would 
be just as well if the check reins were drawn on some 
of us; but we think that there would be sore necks 
under a new collar. 

* * * ” * ” 

In closing, it ought to be said, that if some of our 
Congregational brethren have been regarding the pro- 
posed union simply as a movement to absorb two other 
denominations and add some 400,000 communicants to 
the roll of our Year Book, they should immediately 
rub that misapprehension out of their eyes, and settle 
down to a sober consideration of the concessions which 
may be demanded as the condition of federation or 
union,

Coronation For Death. 


There is a singular expression of the writer 
in Hebrews 2:9; “Jesus, because of the suffer- 
ing of death, crowned with glory and honor, 
that by the grace of God he should taste of 
death for every man.”

They said, “Hosanna, blessed is he that com- 
eth in the name of the Lord, even the King of 
Israel ;” and it was not long after that, that 
Jesus himself said, “The hour has come that 
the son of man should be glorified.” Before 








his crucifixion he prayed, “Father glorify thy 
name;” and then, “There came therefore a 
voice out of heaven saying, “I have both glori- 
fied it and will glorify it again.” 

This is concerning a king. The miracles 
connected with the coronation, with his royal 
entrance into Jerusalem, attest that he was a 
king. He foretold that his messengers would 
find a colt tied, an unbroken beast on which 
never man had sat, and he chose it to use that 
day. He knew that men would say, “What do 
ye loosing the colt;” but that they would al- 
low his disciples to bring it. 

This king was God’s Son. Notwithstanding 
the plaudits of the people, he was meek. He 
came to die for his people. 

There is a great division among men as to 
when Christ became king. Some put his cor- 
onation at Pentecost, after he arose from the 
dead; some at his entrance into heaven; some 
at his birth; some at the resurrection or judg- 
ment day. 


But why should we uncrown Jesus at any 
time? Is he not always king? Did not God 
say (Psa. 2:6-7) “Yet have I set my king up- 
on my holy hill of Zion. I will tell of the de- 
cree; Jehovah said unto me, Thou art my 
Son.” 

Some men say that Christ had no kingdom, 
or church, or gospel, till after his ascension; 
that he is not a king yet, and will not be until 
judgment day. However, Paul did not se 
teach. It seems to us that he meant that Je- 
sus at the judgment day would give up the 
kingdom. (1 Cor. 15:28) “And when all 
things have been subjected ‘unto him, then 
shall the Son also himself be subjected unto 
him that put all things under him, that God 
may be all in all.” 

We teach that Jesus Christ was a king here, 
that he had a church, that he had a kingdom, 
that he preached the gospel, and that the 
books of Matthew, Mark, Luke and John con- 
tain the laws of his kingdom. 

Jesus was king in his own kingdom and his 
own church; and to set up Peter in the stead 
of the Master, making Peter the first gospel 
preacher, is absurd; for in the very beginning 
of the book of Mark, we read, (Mark 1:14) 
“Jesus came into Galilee preaching the gospel 
of God.” 

Jesus was born king. . He had a kingdom 
here. He exercised all the functions of a king. 
He had territory,—the hearts of men. He had 
subjects,—willing disciples. He issued laws. 
He exercised the pardoning power, forgiving 
a poor sinful woman and a dying thief. Jesus 
died a king and ascended to heaven a king. 
He was king all the way along, and when the 
wise men came from the east to Jerusalem 
they said, “Where is he that is born king of the 
Jews?” and they gave him royal gifts, gold, 
frankincense and myrrh. 

It was no obscure person who happened to 
go to the cross for us. It was a king. He was 
crowned that he should taste death for every 
man. He was the Son of God. He was the 
brightness of God’s glory, the express image of 
his person. ‘He was free from error; he was 
free from wrong; he was free from contamina- 
tion with sin. He always overcame tempta- 
tion. He was in the beginaing with God; he 
was of God; he created all things. When he 
was in the world, he had a: heavenly spirit. 
He spoke of himself as being in heaven, “The 
Son of man which is in heaven.” Even his en- 
emies were compelled to admit that they found 
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no fault in him. When he was baptized, a pure 
man like John the Baptist said, “I have need 
to be baptized of thee.” And heaven smiled 
on the scene. The Spirit descendéd and abode 
upon him, and a voice was heard, “This is my 
beloved Son.” On a high mountain a great 
law-giver and a great prophet spoke with him 
about his decease which he should accomplish 
at Jerusalem, his departure for which he had 
been crowned; and even there, while he was 
clad in glory, a voice came again from the 
skies, “This is my beloved Son.” He is the uni- 
versal conqueror, the Alpha and Omega, the 
beginning and the end, the Word of God. 

He came to be the friend of sinners, to save 
us from death, and to establish righteousness 
in the earth. “The government shall be upon 
his shoulder.”

ANSWER. 

1. Yes. 

A man might believe any doctrine of any de- 
nomination, and be a member of the Christian 
Church. Our fellowship is not based on doc- 
trine, but on character, Christian character. 
if a man is a Christian he can be a member of 
one of our churches. 

However, it should be mentioned in that 
connection, probably, that if the man believed 
some doctrine that would make him factious 
in his conduct, he might be excluded because 
of his character, being a division maker. Paul 
says, “Put such a one from among you.” 

Still more: Even if the doctrine were a true 
doctrine, and he could prove it by the Bible, 


he would have no right to agitate it in such a . 


way, or in such a spirit, or with such power, 
that he would make it a test of fellowship. 
That is, he could not make even a true doc- 
trine a test of fellowship, as against others. 
If he is not willing to allow his brethren to 
have their-liberty, he is a division maker, and 
his character is not Christian; he should re- 
ceive no fellowship from the church.

The Faith That Saves.

“When I was in college,” said the Rey. Dr. 
B—, “one of the professors tried hard to ex- 
plain faith to me. But it was a muddle until 
I came and trusted my soul to Jesus Christ. 
When I did it I understood it.” It is the sim- 
plicity of faith that often puzzles people. They 
are discussing a doctrine, when they ought to 
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——— 
be doing an act. They worry their brains when 
they ought to be yielding their hearts. 

Faith is sometimes defined as an assent to 
the truth of the gospel which God has given 
ys. But this is an intellectual act that is not 
sufficient to save a soul. Intellectual belief in 
the gospel is entertained by millions without 
the slightest penitence for sin or the least step 
towards following Christ. There are plenty 
of intellectual believers in that world of woe 
where “the devils also believe—and tremble!” 
Faith has also been defined as “taking God at 
his word.” A very important mental act is 
this, too; but does any “word” of our Heaven- 
ly Father save our souls? Did the apostles 
ever preach “believe the word and be saved?”

“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ and thou 
shalt be saved.” Not in Christianity, but on 
Jesus Christ. That is what they told the jail- 
er. 

Mark that little and yet supremely great 
word on. It is not enough to believe in Christ. 
Millions of unconverted people believe in Je- 
sus, just as they believe in Howard as a noble 
philanthropist, and in Washington as a pure 
patriot, and in Newton as a profound philos- 


opher. But they do not trust their souls to 
Jesus. They do not rest on him for salvation ; 


they do not build their characters on him as 
the only foundation. 

One of the survivors from tlfe terrible burn- 
ing of a great hotel tells us that when he was 
driven back by the flames in the hall, he seized 
the escape-rope in his bed-room, and from an 
upper story he lowered himself through the 
smoke down to the sidewalk. He had seen that 
rope before, but had felt no need if it. He had 
a good opinion of the strength of the rope, but 
it was only an opinion; he put it to the test 
when he swung out of the window and trusted 
his life to it. Now that was a saving faith; he 
let go everything else and committed his whole 
weight to those well-braided strands of hemp. 
And when a human soul lets go of every other 
reliance in the wide universe and lays hold of 
the sin-atoning Redeemer for salvation, that 
soul “believes on Christ.” He entrusts him- 
self to Jesus for pardon, for acceptance with 
God, for grace, for strength, for guidance, and 
for a full salvation. 

Some anxious inquirer who reads this ar- 
ticle may say that if Paul had told the jailer 
to believe on Jesus Christ, the Apostle Peter 
had previously told a company of sinners who 
were “pricked in their hearts” that their first 
duty was to “repent.” and my 
friend, it is your duty also if you would have a 
new life here and an eternal life hereafter. 
But just what is genuine and Scriptural and 
effectual repentance? Is it sorrow -for sin? 
Yes; but it is a vast deal more than that. It is 
the act of a soul that with not only a sorrow 
for sin but hatred of sin, turns from it to God 
with an earnest endeavor to obey and follow 
Jesus Christ. Evangelical repentance and 
faith go together. They are inseparable. They 
are the two halves of one globe. Sorrow, shame, 
self-reproach will all end in nothing unless 


Very true; 
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you lay hold of him who alone can give you the 
new life, the new character and the new con- 
duct. Is the Holy Spirit working upon your 
heart? Yes; and you must move whither he 
points; he is pressing you right towards 
Christ. 

Repentance is more than a mere feeling; it 
is an act. Saving faith is more than an opin- 
ion, or a good resolution, or a devout purpose. 
It is the act of yielding your heart up to the 
and loving Savior, and joining 
your soul to him as your redeemer and Lord. 
When Jesus Christ called Peter and James 
and John, he said to them, “follow me!” They

did not sit down and cry; they did not consult 
anybudy; they did not promise the Christ that 
tuey wouid future day obey him.

him. There, my friend, is the example for 
you. Begin to do the first thing that the Spirit 


working on your conscience bids you do. When 
you honestly take any step either in abandon- 
ing a sin, or in doing a duty, and do this sim- 
ply to please : Jesus Christ, then conversion 
has begun. You have changed masters. To 
be willing to trust on Christ, and to go with 
Christ even for a single important step is the 
beginning of a genuine Christian life. 

Have you a little faith? Use what you have 
und pray for more. Christ will help you when 
you begin to follow him, as a child that is 
learning how to walk. Don’t be satisfied with 
half-way work; no number of half Christians 
can make a whole one. Make a clean break 
with your old sins and old self, and lay firm 
hold on the almighty Savior. There was a 
good deal of pith in the answer of an humble 
servant-maid, who, when applying for admis- 
sion to the church was asked by her pastor 
what evidence she had of her conversion? Her 
reply was, “well—for one thing, I sweep now 
under the rugs and the door-mats.” The fatal 
mischief with some professors of religion is 
that they have left a sad amount of sin and 
selfishness under the door-mats. ”Faith with- 
out works is dead.” The only proof you can 
give that vou are trusting on Christ and fol- 
lowing Christ is that you begin to keep Christ’s 
commandments.

A Plea For the History of the 
Christians.

[ have read with pleasure the communica- 
tion of Rev. J. R. Hoag, favoring the celebra- 
tion of our centennial, and sincerely hope that 
his suggestion will be received by our people, 
to the end that our history may be published 
and our career as a religious body justified. 
It would be fitting that our papers publish 
‘centennial numbers similar to that issued by 
the Christian Sun in 1894, and I trust our edi- 
tors and publishers will attend to this matter. 
But, it seems to me, we ought to go farther 
and publish a volume, or more if necessary, 
giving the history of the Christian Church 
from the beginning of the movement under 
James O’Kelley, Abner Jones, Barton W. Stone 
and others of our pioneer leaders. We to-day 
know too little of the causes which led those 
men to separate from their respective church- 
es and start the Christian Church, and in be- 
half of accurate knowledge of those stirring 
times for the present generation, as well as 
for the benefit of posterity, I plead for a his- 
tory of the Christian Church. 


Too many of the histories and cyclopedias 
of the day, written by others, contain false 
statements of our origin, our founders, our 
doctrinal position, and our ability to main- 
tain ourselves as a separate organization. Too 
often have ambition, heresy and failure been 
paraded by would-be historians as the source, 
course, and result of our organizations. It is 
high time, therefore, that we give to the world 
a true history of the Christian Church. 

I have recently been pleased to notice an 
exception to the rule. The late Rev. E. J. 
Drinkhouse, D.D., of Baltimore, Md., in his 
“History of Methodist Reform and the Metho- 
dist Protestant Church,” gives the career of 
Rev. James O’Kelley fully and impartially. 
In a private note to the writer Dr. Drinkhouse, 
before his decease, said: “I have given about 
all there is known of O’Kelley in my history,” 
and a perusal of his work shows that he dealt 
with O’Kelley and his times with a sincere 
purpose to give the truth of history. 

Why should we not have as our own work a 
history covering the entire church, issued in 
an attractive form and at a popular price, 
during this centennial period? It would prove 
an inspiration to our membership and would 
put us in our true light before the world.

A Chapter in My Life During 1903. 

Dear Mr. Eprror: I have been much inter- 
ested in some statements—by Rev. Dr. Buck- 
ley, of the M. E. Church, in reference to doc- 
trines—in the Heravp. Your trenchant article 
thereon, was timely, thoughtful, and well -stat- 
ed. I met the Rey. Dr. B. in 1876: presently 
in that same year, I was assured by an officer 
of standing in the M. E. Church, that the rey- 
erend gentleman was set for the defence of the 
doctrines of the M. E. Church, as the Christian 
Advocate, of New York, would preve. My 
friend said to me, “I shall support the editor, 
nor will I have any of your laxity in religious 
tenets.” Because. I dared to think for myself 
in those things that belonged to my soul and 
my God, I realized that I was ostracized in 
America by some whose hearts. were better 
than their creeds. Be it so. Let me hasten to 
do honor to any man, especially to the Rev. 
Dr. Buckley, for the manly and Christlike 
spirit he has shown—as cited in the HeraLp or 
Gosrec Linerry for Jan. 7th, 1904, concerning 
the appointment of. Rev. E. E. Hale, D. D., as 
Chaplain of the American Congress. Differ- 
ences there are—there must be, as we are made 
to differ—as strands in the rope— links in the 
chain. When human souls are fused in one 





they are united to the eternal, and heaven’s 


best work on earth is accomplished. “One is 
your Father in heaven and all ye are breth- 
ren.” Fhe Fatherhood of God and the brother- 
hood of man is before us in the Christian 
Church.. Salvation by the gospel of a daily 
life is in the teachings of Christianity; “Jesus 
of Nazareth, who went about doing good.”

But to my chapter. About six years ago 
an advertisement was put into one of our 
London religious weeklies of the liberal faith. 
Companionship was sought and found by two 
ladies. One a Baptist minister’s widow, the 
other a Liberal Unitarian Christian. They 
made their home in one of our eastern towns. 
I have every reason to know that they are very 
happy together, and are mutually helpful to 
each other. The one attends the orthodox 
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church, the other an Armenian Baptist church. 
Curious to state, the daughter of this widow 
married a large-hearted, earnest Unitarian, 
who lives to labor in the cause of God and 
man. During the latter part of 1902, the 
writer became a visitor at the home of these 
two ladies. On one occasion he went to the 
book-case and the first book he took out was 
a volume of’ “Lowell Lectures by Rey. Orville 
Dewey, D. D..” “The Problem of Human Des- 
tiny’—Fifth Edition. Inside was a tablet as 
follows: “Given to Rev. —— by the Trustees 
of the Meadville Theological School. From in- 
come of the Brookes’ Fund for Liberal Chris- 
tianity.” Naturally the writer ‘expressed his 
surprise at finding such a work in this home. 
Let me state, that this minister resided for 
seven years in Pennsylvania and received from 
time to time, grants'of books from the above 
funds. Min- 
isters of the Liberal faith found no welcome in 
his home. This volume is well marked in the 
margin all through; marks that speak the use 
made of it.

When 
this elimination is complete, nothing will be 
left to divide the followers of Christ into sects, 
and all will flow together, without human ef- 
fort, as so many rills of water, and no one will 
think of any other name than Christian; not 
as a denominational appellation, but as desig- 
nating the followers of the Great Leader, and 
as honoring and commemorating his name.

doors, which, when thrown up, puts the en- 
tire floor space into one room. The elevated 
floor from the speaker's stand back to the rear 
of the building, gives a good seating effect, in 
front of which is a large and beautifully ar- 
ranged platform. The decoration is tasteful 
and well planned, the pulpit furniture and 
choir chairs are of the latest design, and the 
whole interior of the building is modern and 
well adapted to the present needs of the 
chureh. The improvements cost $2,736.30, of 
which amount $937.30 was unprovided for 
when the doors were opened to the public 
at 10:30 a. m. When the subscription was 
concluded and the collection counted, it was 
revealed that $1,306.56 had been raised in ex- 
actly twenty-five -minutes; $380.18 of this 
amount was in the baskets. Two items 
among the many worthy of mention are that 
the Ladies’ Mite Society subscribed $300, which 
will make, beside the beautiful carpet they 
purchased, fully $500 of the cost of improve- 
ment; and that Brother McGuire subseribed 
$50, his wife $10, and his five sons $5 each. 
The church at Farmland was organized March 
6, 1858, with twenty-seven charter members, 
and numbers at-this time about one hundred 
and fifty. The following program was ob- 
served at the forenoon service: Dedicatorial 
services—10 :30, instrumental voluntary, by 
Mrs. Edith MeGuire; Doxology; invocation, 
by Rey. I. G. Carter, of the Friends; anthem, 
“Come thou fount of every blessing; Serip- 
ture lesson, by the pastor; prayer, by Rev. W. 
Fr. Mullen; solo, by A. L. Johnson; History of 
the Building, by Rev. David Wasson; anthem; 
sermon, by Rev. J. F. Burnett, pastor of the 
First Christian Church, of Muncie; Hymn 
No. 690; offertory, by Rey. J. F. Burnett. Be- 
sides the ministers named in the program, 
Rev. Albert Long was present and took part 
in the evening service. The trustees of the 
church very largely assumed all responsibili- 
ties of the undertaking, and are held in high 
esteem by the congregation for their work’s 
sake. The pastor received during the day 
many hearty expressions of appreciation, and 
was evidently the happiest man in Farmland. 
We are getting a class of meeting-houses in 
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Kastern Indiana well worthy the name and 
reputation they enjoy. Among the number, 
the beautiful church home at Farmland is te 
have a prominent place. I have dedicated 
fourteen meeting-houses during: my ministry, 
and put the Farmland dedication among the 
best occasions of such services.—J. F. Bur- 
Nett, February 23d. 


Pleasant Hill—The contract to build the 
new church here has been let, and work will 
begin in early spring. This church is one of 
the oldest in the state, having been organized 
in 1828, probably in the month of July, in the 
house of Solomon McKinney. James and Sol- 
omon McKinney, John Roll and Ebenezer 
Westfall, with their wives, were charter mem- 
bers. . Up to the present time more than six- 
teen hundred names have been on its records. 
Ten or more prominent and useful ministers 
were brought up and made their commence- 
ment in this church. The first was Jonathan 
J. Hayden, followed by Arthur T. McKinney, 
Joel Thomas, Samuel Gregory, Leonard Shoe- 
maker, and others; later, Catherine Miller and 
G. BR. Merritt. The children, grandchildren, 
and relatives of former members of this church 
are scattered far and wide, who we are sure 
will be pleased to know our intention to build 
this, the fourth house of worship to the Lord’s 
service here. The house is to be a neat, sub- 
stantial: brick structure, and it is the inten- 
tion to dedicate one of the windows to the 
pioneers, James McKinney, Polly Roll, and 
others. Probably there are children, grand- 
children, a relative, friend, or pastor who 
would be pleased to send us one dollar in mem- 
ory of some loved one, or through friendship 
for this purpose. Aunt Polly Roll, before her 
death, sent a dollar, the first one on the new 
building for this purpose. Remember, brother, 
we are not begging, only extending an oppor- 
tunity to remember a loved one in this memo- 
rial. However, what may be sent will be 
gratefully received and appreciated, and you 
will receive a personal recognition for the 
same.—J. D. THomas. March Ist. 


(‘vynthiana.—Some monuments are built in 
carnage and blood; others are erected to per- 
petuate the memory of statesmen, philosophers 
or philanthropists. Generally monuments are 


built after the death of those for whom they: 


stand, and the inscriptions they bear are often 
misleading or false; but to some it is given to 
build their monuments themselves while yet 
alive, not in the spirit of strife and selfishness, 
but under the inspiration of self-sacrifice and 
Christian devotion. For ten days I have been 
engaged with the pastor of the Christian 
Church at CYNTHIANA, Rev. Clarence De- 
fur, in a series of meetings in the beautiful 
brick church edifice which stands to-day, and 
will for many years to come, as a monument 
to the self-sacrificing energy and Christian de- 
votion of Mr. L. J. and Mrs. J. E. Wilkinson. 
Brother Wilkinson was born in Gibson County, 
Indiana, in 1825, and lived at home with his 
parents until about twenty years of age, when 
he was united in marriage with Miss Klizabeth 
Smith, by whom he had two children. During 
the last fifteen years of her earthly life Sister 
W. was an invalid, and in 1870 she passed 
over into the better life. In the latter part 
of the year 1871 our brother was united in 
marriage with Miss J. E. Wilkinson, his pres- 
ent wife. In 1855 Brother Wilkinson estab- 
lished a general produce store in Cynthiana, 
and later on moved to the town where our 
brother and sister have maintained a Christian 
home ever since. When Brother Wilkinson 
was sixteen years of age he was converted and 
united with the NEW LIBERTY Christian 
Church, situated about three miles from the 
town, his father being one of the older of the 
members of that church, which was established 
in 1811. Sister Wilkinson was born in 1840, 
and in 1859 united with the New Liberty 
Church, and together ever since their marriage 
they have struggled to maintain and advance 
the interests of the Christian Church. Some 
of the members of the New Liberty Church 
living in or near to town, the impression deep- 
ened in the minds of Brother and Sister Wil- 
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kinson that the Christians ought to have a 
church home in the town, and though the de- 
sire was held in abeyance for years for fear of 
injuring the interests of the New Liberty 
Church, the time finally came when, as a help 
and a blessing to all, this cherished hope in the 
hearts of our brother and sister might be real- 
ized. Knowitig that the few members in and 
about the town were not financially able to 
undertake the enterprise, Brother and Sister 
Wilkinson proposed to them that if they would 
organize the Christian Church of Cynthiana, 
they would give the site and build the church 
edifice themselves. In June, 1901, the church 
was organized with about forty charter mem- 
bers. True to their promise, Brother and Sis- 
ter Wilkinson selected suitable plans and 
pushed to completion their work, so that on the 
third Sunday in May, 1902, they turned over 
to the trustees of the church the present beau- 
tiful brick church and brick parsonage adjoin- 
ing, valued at $18,000, and free of debt, every 
dollar being paid by Brother and Sister ‘Vil 
kinson. And even this was not all. Knowing 
that the members would be burdened in trying 
to sustain such-a chureh, they endowed the 
church by the free gift of a magnificent farm 
of 160 acres, worth to-day $100 per acre. Nor 
did even this. exhaust the consecrated zeal of 
our dear brother and sister; but when Union 
Christian College was struggling to raise an 
endowment fund, they gave to that institution 
an equally valuable farm of 165 acres. I have 
not given any descriptior of this church hnild 
ing, but will simply say it is beautiful through- 
out, and complete in all its furnishings. Thus 
our brotlfer and sister have built their monu- 
ment of consecrated devotion to the Christian 
Chureh while yet living, a monument that will 
endure for generations after their redeemed 
spirits are at rest with Jesus. These acts of 
Christian beneficence would not seem so excep 
tional if they were abundantly wealthy, but 
in doing this great work they have given their 
all, reserving only enough for themselves till 
the end of their earthly pilgrimage. Would to 
God that others blest with means would with 
similar consecration strengthen the weak 
places in our Zion, and wherever an opportu- 
nity exists inaugurate new church enterprises. 
The special meetings here have been held in 
this beautiful church edifice, and we trust 
much good has been done in the name of the 
Lord. Rev. Clarence Defur, a graduate of 
Merom, and a member of the Board of Trus- 
tees, is the honored pastor. He is beloved by 
all, not only of his church, but of the com- 
munity, and is doing a grand work in the 
Christian cause. I have formed many sincere 
attachments with the members and friends of 
our cause here, and leave, praying that divine 
blessings may ever rest upon Brother and Sis- 
ter Wilkinson, mine host and hostess, and all 
the dear friends of the Cynthiana Church.—

Jesus will be “sitting over against the 
treasury” and will see what you put in for the 
March offering. Whether it be one dollar, five 
dollars, ten dollars, fifty dollars or a hundred 
dollars, he will know whether any one else 
does or not; and he will know whether it is in 
proportion “as the Lord hath prospered you 
or not.” Besides, your offering will be a test 
of your loyalty to him, of your love for him 
and for the souls for whom he gave all, even 
his LIFE. 

With the Lord the offering is estimated “ac- 
cording to that a man hath, and not according 
to that he hath not;” hence with the Lord the 
virtue of the offering is not so much in the 
amount one gives as in the amount he has left. 


There has not yet been time for us to hear 
from our workers in Japan since the beginning 
of hostilities between that country and Rus- 
sia, Feb. 8. We are not prepared as yet to 
speak with any definiteness of the effect of the 
war on our missionary work in Japan. That 
it will adversely influence the work there can 
be little doubt. The Japanese are a very loy- 
al and patriotic people and the public mind 
for the time, will be largely absorbed in the 
contest in which their country is engaged. As 
to the personal safety of our missionaries we 
have as yet no fears at all. But that they may 
be enabled to wisely meet the added difficulties 
and problems that will arise, they need the 
prayers of Christians in the home land. And 
the cost of living will 
creased, therefore it is probable that the work 
and the workers may suffer unless more funds 
are furnished them. And so the war in the 
far East lays an added obligation upon the 
home church for more money, and for more 
prayer.

An Educational Confereuce. 


Brethren who are interested in the college 
training of our Eastern workers are hereby 
called to meet at Albany, N. Y., April 6, 7, 
1904. 

The general problem of Education as re- 
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lated to our work and mission in the New 
England, New York, Ontario and other east- 
ern conferences will be considered. The par- 
ticular purpose and aim is to find ways and 
means for centralizing our regular college 
work—that following the academy and pre- 
ceding professional study —where the ad- 
vantages are best. These should include (1) 
The best courses and instruction. (2) The 
most healthful and wholesome environment. 
(3) The smallest expense. 

The following subjects are proposed for dis- 
cussion. 

1. The necessity of college training for 
ministerial candidates. 

2. The benefits of such discipline for the- 
ological study. 

3. Some of the Educational Institutions of 
New England, New York, New Jersey, and 
Canada, with regard to (a) Ideals, (b) Effi- 
ciency, (c) Expense. 

4. Ways and means of encouraging our 
students to attend the school best adapted, « 
the whole, to our needs and circumstan>- 
and of making their student sojourn of most 
value to them. 

5. The advisability of an arrangement 
whereby one of our own men might be engaged 
on the faculty in the regular college (Arts) 
work of an approved school, and at the same 
time supervise and assist our student colony. 

6. Such other subjects as may be suggested 
and profitably discussed. 





This call for an Educational Conference of 
our eastern workers is made at the request of 
the brethren in those conferences. 

The executive board of the American Chris- 
tian Convention instructed the Secretary of 
Education to attend such a conference, repre- 
senting the Convention. Special attention is 
therefore called to this notice which appears 
also in the Vanguard and Messenger, papers 
publishedin the parts most directly interested. 

Some of the most earnest and able brethren 
have taken the initiative in this matter and 
have succeeded, after some effort, in imposing 
upon the Secretary of Education the meaning 
and importance of the; movement. 

If the results of a battle depend less upon 
the guns than upon the men behind the guns, 
the future of our work depends less upon the 
churches than upon the men inside the 
churches. Attractions of the great West and 
of other professions in the East have con- 
spired to produce a dearth of prepared men in 
our Eastern conferences. (This is also the 
case elsewhere, but we aré dealing now with 
those conferences.) 

It is stated on the most competent authority 
that in the near future, seventy of our eastern 
churches may need to be abandoned for lack 
of men. A layman, writing from the East, 
says: “We desire that our pasters should, if 
possible, be graduates in ‘arts,’ thereby ac 
quiring what that means by way of prestige, 
and also laying the best foundation for work 


in theology and private study even after they . 


settle down to work.” 

Speaking of the prospects of centralizing 
our students at some first-class school for col- 
lege work, one of the men interested, says: 
“Some of our young men will desire all they 
can get and if we could point them to some 
institution where we had a representative on 
the staff, we could keep them together, look 
after them, and have our representative men 
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come from time to time and lecture to them. 
Then they would go forth to our churches with 
a fellow feeling and intelligent loyalty. Then 
just think of the prestige that would be theirs 
from having studied at a university of the first 
order.” 

To establish a university or college in the 
East seems for us neither possible nor desir- 
able. But if at some recognized school we may 
find a home for our young people during their 
four years of college life, and there enrich that 
life by congenial Christian fellowship and con- 
tact with the strongest men both in our own 
denomination and in others, it would doubt- 
less be a great gain. 

The aim is not in any respect to duplicate 
or infringe upon the work done at Starkey 
Seminary and Christian Biblical Institute, 
but to provide for those who have completed 
the equivalent of the Starkey course and ap- 
preciate the need and benefits ofa college 
training before beginning professional study. 
An educator among our own people says: “In 
our opinion theology and its kindred subjects 
can be profitable only after the critical facul- 
ties are well developed.” 

It is the hope that the Albany meeting will 
result in revealing to us the course by which 
the end so to be desired educationally may be 
attained. 

We earnestly request that all who can do so, 
attend this conference. Those in the nearer 
conferences especially should help to add to 
its enthusiasm, inspiration, wisdom and con-

UNIVERSAL BIBLE SUNDAY. 

The American Bible Society, at the request of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, has asked the American churches 
to join with itin commemorating ‘‘Univefsal Bible Sunday,” 
March 6th—the centennial of the organization of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society. There will be com- 
memorative services held all over Great Britain and in 
many places throughout the world. In London, King 
Edward and the Queen have signified their intention of 
attending a special service in St. Paul’s Cathedral, where 
the Archbishop of Canterbury will preach. Already in this 
country arrangements are being made for similar services. 
There will be a union service held in St. John’s Protestant 
Episcopal Church, the heroic center in Washington. 
President Roosevelt has been formally invited by the Amer- 
ican Bible Society to be present, and has signified his 
acceptance of its invitation. Thus, in both countries, there 
will be public recognition of the importance of the event 
commemorated. This event has reference not merely to a 
great British institution, but to the whole modern move- 
ment by which the Bible has been translated and circulated 
in more than four hundred languages and to the number of 
nearly three hundred million copies throughout. the world. 

In this work the American Bible Society has had a large 
share, next in amount to that of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society. It, therefore, seems highly fitting that on 
Sunday, March 6th, there should be on the part of all 
Christian ministers and churches some appropriate recog- 
nition and remembrance of this work. 

May we not ask the Christian churches to unite in 
earnest prayer for the conquest of the world by the circu- 
lation of the same Book that has been of such inestimable 
blessing to this nation?

THANKSGIVING SERMON. 
By Rev. Thos. Holmes, D.D., LL.D. 


[This sermon was delivered last fall; 
but it contains so much important 
thought and wise counsel, suitable for us 
to-day, that we have determined to give 
it entire to our readers, instead of mak- 
ing extracts from it, as intended by Dr. 
Holmes.—Editor. ] 


The following sermon was preached to 
a well filled house at the Baptist Church, 
Thursday evening, November 26th. 

Text, Deut. 28:1, “It shall come to pass, 
if thou shalt hearken diligently unto the 
voice of Jehovah thy God, to observe to 
do all his commandments which I com- 
mand thee this day, that Jehovah thy 
God will set thee on high above all the 
nations of the earth.” 


This text, this whole chapter, every- 
thing found in the Scriptures touching the 
dealings of God with nations, is based 
upon the fact that nations, as individ- 
uals, are moral agents. They have moral 
character. They are God’s servants, 
God’s ministers, entrusted with great re- 
sponsibilities, and held acountable by 
him and to him for the faithful perform- 
ance of the mission entrusted to them. 
As in the case of responsibilities among 
business men, efficient and faithful serv- 
ice insures promotion to greater respon- 
sibilities and larger rewards. The pre- 
cept is, “Thou hast been faithful over a 
few things; I will set thee over many 
things.” 


On the other hand, inefficiency or un- 
trustworthiness will result naturally, 
certainly and justly, in disgraceful re- 
moval from the responsible mission en- 
trusted for the purpose of trial. In the 
chapter from which my text is taken we 
read, verse 15, “But it shall come to * «ss, 
if thou wilt not hearken unto the . ive 
of Jehovah thy God, to observe to do all 
his commandments and his_ statutes 
which I command you this day, that all 
these curses shall come upon thee, and 
overtake thee.” Then follows a list of 
curses: corresponding, item by item, with 
the blessings promised in the preceding 
verses, and these curses are stated with 
terrible emphasis. The truth is, both 
the origin and destiny of the nations of 
the earth are in the hands of God. Daniel 
declared to Nebuchadnezzar, “The Most 
High ruleth in the kingdom of men and 


giveth it to whomsoever he will.” It is 
a truth that no other nation except the 
Jews has ever fully apprehended that the 
political history of the world is, and ever 
will be, far more the record of God’s 
dealings with the nations than of their 
dealings one with another. 

This is God’s world, and its manage- 
ment has never been entrusted to any 
other except his only begotten Son. The 
devil lied when he said (Luke 4:6), “To 
thee will I give all this authority and 
the glory of them, for it hath been given 
unto me, and to whomsoever I will I give 
it.” - No farmer ever managed his farm, 
no merchant his store, no mechanic his 
shop, no teacher his school, no father his 
family, no absolute monarch his king- 
dom, so perfectly as God is controlling 
the destinies of this world. When this 
fact is generally recognized, the highest 
motive to high, noble life, on the part of 
individuals, altruistic administration of 
the governments of the world will speed- 
ily be realized. 

These general principles of the deal- 
ings of God with the nations of earth are 
especially applicable to the favored na- 
tion to which it is our good fortune to 
belong, and of especial interest to each 
citizen individually, because this is “a 
government of the people by the people 
for the people.” 

That it was the hand of Providence 
that planted our Pilgrim Fathers on this 
western continent,sustained them through 
the bitter experiences of their pioneer 
sufferings, led them, in the study of the 
principles of religious freedom, to the dis- 
covery of the true principles of a free 
government, and finally to the declara- 
tion of their independence and the found- 
ing of this republic, no believer in the 
sovereignty ofGod and his oversight of 
the affairs of men can for one moment 
entertain a doubt. 
divine mind and the work of the divine 
hand are manifest in the planting of this 
nation and its deliverance from a foreign 
yoke, how much more manifest is the 
favoring providence that has fostered its 
growth, extended its bounds, multiplied 
its resources, strengthened its defences, 
and given it the moral stamina, character 
and influence that it has to-day. Surely 
“Jehovah is our Judge, Jehovah is our 
Lawgiver, Jehovah is our King.” 

It is in formal recognition of these 
facts that this day of thanksgiving has 
become a national and annual institu- 
tion; and the most imperative duty of 
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the hour is to make it the occasion of a 
careful, candid review of our present sit- 
uation and prospects. As the seaman 
takes a careful and candid observation 
upon the sun at noonday, to determine 
his latitude and longitude, in order that 
he may know just where he is, and there- 
by to determine also the direction and 
distance of his desired port, so the happy 
citizens of this great republic, made 
great by the especial providence and 
guiding hand of the God of our fathers, 
the God of nations, should take their 
bearings carefully and candidly at least 
twice a year, namely, Thanksgiving Day 
and the Fourth of July. 


Let us then, on this thanksgiving day, 
in the one hundred and fifteenth year of 
our glorious republic, cast the horoscope, 
and note what we find for thankfulness; 
what of peril. 


Of objects for thankfulness, perhaps 
there is no one more worthy to lead the 
procession than Peace—Peace and peace- 
making. 

The time was when the pride, the 
glory, of a powerful nation was the tri- 
umph of its victorious. armies, the ex- 
tending of its dominions by overpowering 
the weak and helpless, inspired by the 
diabolical ambition to conquer the world. 
The pride and ambition of this republic 
is its influence to promote peace, not only 
at home, within the boundaries of its 
own realm, but among the nations of the 
earth. Only the most barbarous nation 
on the face of the earth, among those 
that claim to be civilized, refuses to feel 
and acknowledge our influence in this 
direction. Even the autocratic empire 
of Russia heeds in some degree the ex- 
ample of the United States; but Turkey, 
occupying the very region in which Chris- 
tianity made its first conquests, with its 
arbitrary, irresponsible, cruel, blood- 
thirsty, inhuman, God-forsaken and heav- 
en-defying form of government, the fin- 
est example the world has ever furnish- 
ed of the law that truth rejected is a 
“savor of death unto death,” is the only 
quasi-civilized government on earth that 
shows no inclination at all to yield to 
influences of -moral improvement and 
human progress. The peace policy of the 
United States surpasses that of any 
other nation, and is leading the world 
rapidly to ‘that millennial state, when 
“The kingdoms of the world shall become 
the kingdom of our Lord and of his 
Christ.” This is one of the grounds of 
our strong confidence that the favor of 
God, that has been so manifest in the 
past, will still stay with us; and that 


his_strong arm will defend us from foes’ 


both domestic and foreign, until we shall 
pass beyond all the perils that do or 
may threaten us. This, however, can 
never constitute a reason for regarding 
lightly the perils. God helps only those 
who help themselves to the extent of 
their ability, and trust him for the rest. 

Next to peace and the high commission 
of peacemakers is undoubtedly Plenty 
and its twin sister, Prosperity. 


The wonderful fertility of our soil, 
made doubly productive by the scientific 
methods devised and practiced by our in- 
telligent and enterprising farmers not 
only supplies our vast and wasteful pop- 
ulation with an abundance both of the 
necessities and luxuries of life, but goes 
a long way towards supplying the wants 
of less favored portions of the globe. For 
all of which we are more indebted to a 
wise and good Providence than the best 
of us realize. This is an occasion and 
demand for devout gratitude and thank- 
fulness in which every citizen should 
make it his first business to unite. The 
lack of full houses in our “accustomed 
places of worship,” in compliance with 
the appointment of our President and 
Governor, is greatly to be deplored, both 
because of disrespect to them, and be- 
cause of the real lack of devout grati- 
tude that lies’ behind such criminal in- 
difference. 


The Jews were required to assemble 
at Jerusalem, from the uttermost parts 
of their possessions, three times a year, 
spending a whole week each time in 
festive rejoicing in honor of their Jehov- 
ah God, and in offering costly sacrifices 
of thankfulness and praise for his prov- 
idential bounties and mercies.. It is cer- 
tainly evidence of criminal thoughtless- 
ness and neglect that so small a ratio of 
even professed Christians have any con- 
science in this matter. 

In addition to the fertility of our soil 
and our improved method of agriculture, 
certain. portions of our favored land 
abound in mineral wealth almost incon- 
ceivable; and our manufacturing enter- 
prises and inventive ingenuity surpass 
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those of the most ancient, most wealthy, 
most enterprising nations of the world. 

I give no. statisties along these Mines 
because my only object is, net to boast 
of our wonderful possessions, but to em- 
phasize and enforce the duty of all the 
people both to recognize their indebted- 
ness to “Our Father” for all these things, 
and to express, by public manifestation, 
their gratitude for the same. 

3. Another demand for thanksgiving 
is based upon the healthfulness of our 
climate and our freedom from the scourg- 
es of epidemic and infectious diseases 
and plagues to which some other portions 
of the earth are subject. This is due 
largely to the discoveries that have been 
made within a few years in the ‘science 
of medical treatment and improved 
methods of sanitation, by which another 
debt of gratitude is incurred. 

4. Among the greatest reasons for 
thankfulness, as a nation, as well as in- 
dividuals, for which we are indebted, as 
I believe and maintain, to providential 
leading, is our extraordinary system of 
education. It is impossible to-day to en- 
ter into detail of the particulars in 
which our system of common schools, 
colleges ‘and- universities surpasses the 
systems of all other nations. The fact is 
well known to us all, and is an occasion | 
and reason for most profound gratitude 
and public expression of thanks, which 
it would be appropriate that all the 
schools in the land should observe by 
public exercises; that even the children 
might be impressed with thankfulness 
therefor. 

5. The catalogue of our national 
blessings, for which we are supremely in- 
debted to Divine Providence, would be 
defective of its most marked and distin- 
guishing feature, if it failed to include 
our religious freedom. This has been the 
distinguishing feature of this govern- 
ment from its earliest inception. It was 
for this that our Pilgrim Fathers braved 
the uncertainties of unknown seas, the 
suffering incident to the founding of a 
colony amid the rigors of a bleak and 
ruthless climate, the like of which they 
had never seen, and the dangers of a 
wilderness infested with savage beasts 
and still more savage men. It has been 
the key note of the inspired, harmonious 
and melodious music to which their de- 
scendents and followers have been march- 
ing for nearly three hundred years. It is 
the corner stone of the Great Republié¢ 
that now has a population of nearly one 
hundred millions, and rivals the might- 
iest nations of the world, and that grew 
directly out of that perilous movement. 

It is the crowning glory of all our free 
institutions, the beacon light towards 
which the oppressed of all nations are 
looking with longing eyes. In the eat- 
alogue of national reasons for thanks- 
giving, let this ever cap the climax. 

6. To these national blessings should 
be added those that have come to us, and 
are daily coming to us, as individuals, 
families and communities. We should also 
remember gratefully and thankfully the 
special providences that have delivered 
us from impending danger and accident, 
restored us to health from dangerous ill- 
ness and granted to us expected or un- 
expected prosperity. This is only a par- 
tial list of the reasons for thanksgiving 
that should pass before the minds on 
this glad festive day. 

In view of all these and innumerable 
other tokens of providential favor, it 
seems paradoxical that any danger or per- 


-ils worthy of note should exist. A nation 


in every line of whose history the auto- 
graph of “Our Father” is so plainly writ- 
ten should be so filial in its love, so loyal 
in its obedience, that no frown of disap- 
proval should ever becloud that Father’s 
brow. But is that the case? 

At the very beginning of this discourse 
I remarked that nations as well as in- 
dividuals, are moral agents. That being 
the case, trees of forbidden fruit are 
found “in the midst of the garden,” and 
the command of the Father is, “Thou 
shalt not eat of it. In the day thou eat- 
est thereof thou shalt surely die.” To 
this we may add, that forbidden fruit is 
hanging from the boughs of worldliness, 
vanity, self-indulgence and ambition, on 
either side the path of the life of every 
moral agent from the cradle to the graye. 
Hence the language of my text, “If thou 
shalt hearken diligently unto the voice of 
Jehovah thy God, to observe to do all 
his commandments which I command 
thee this day, that Jehovah thy God will 
set thee on high above all the nations of 
the earth.” 

Alas, what direful consequences may 
hang upon that IF! The sad history of 
the Jewish nation, resulting directly 
from disregard of this very text, should 7 
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be a solemn lesson to all the nations of 
the earth. Let us also remember the 
complement of this text, found in the 
same chapter, “But it shall come to pass, 
if thou wilt not hearken to the voice of 
Jehovah thy God, to observe to do all his 
commandments and his statutes which I 
command you this day, that all these 
curses shall come upon thee and overtake 
thee.” 

This is the decree of the Almighty 
God, and will be fulfilled in the case ot 
every nation on the face of the earth. 


Of brutes no acknowledgment is ex- 
pected for favors received, but every 


moral agent is expected to respond to 
every favor received, in a grateful equiv- 
alent. If a benefactor be satisfied with 
a cheerful Thank You, that will suffice; 
but in most cases an equivalent in value 
for value is expected. This is moral law; 
the divine law among moral agents. In 
the light of this radical principle we shall 
be able to discover 


The Perils to Which we are Exposed. 


1. First of them all, and most impor- 
tant to note seriously, is Failure to dis- 
cern whence our blessings come. 

The blindness of nations, in this re- 
spect, is fully illustrated by the swine 
that eats the acorns under the tree, but 
never looks up to see whence they come. 

This thoughtlessness of God, of his 
providential foresight and fatherly care, 
is the radical peril, the root from which 
all perils grow. “The wicked shall be 
turned back unto Sheol, even all the na- 
tions that rorceT God.” (Ps. 9:17.) Note 
that word forget. Hear what God says 
about such forgetfulness: “And it shall 
be, when Jehovah thy God, shall bring 
thee into the land which he sware unto 
thy fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, and to 


Jacob, to give thee great and goodly 
cities which thou buildedst not, and 


homes full of all good things which thou 
filledst not, ands cisterns hewed out 
which thou hewedst not, and vineyards 
and olive-trees which thou plantedst not, 
and thou shalt eat and be full; then be- 


ware lest thou forget Jehovah, who 
brought thee forth out of the land of 


Egypt, out of the house of bondage.” 
(Deut. 6: 10, 12.) 

God has given to men two institutions, 
which, if faithfully observed, will for- 
ever bar forgetfulness of him and will al- 
ways insure his favor. These institutions 
are the Sabbath and the Tithe. In Ex- 
odus 31:13, 17 we read, “Verily ye shall 
keep my sabbaths, for it is a sign be- 
tween me and you throughout your gen- 
erations; that ye may know [ am Je- 
hovah. It is a sign between me and the 
children of Israel forever; for in six 
days Jehovah made heaven and earth, 
atid on the seventh day he rested, and 
was refreshed.” Thus the institutien of 
the sabbath is to remind men to the end 
of time not only that the self-existent 
Creator rested, but that he worked, and 
that the heavens and the earth, the en- 
tire universe, is the work of his creative 
power and wisdom. This is the fact above 
all others to be remembered. Forgetful- 
ness of this fact is heathenism. He has 
also designated how it shall be observed. 
In Leviticus 23:3 we read, “Six days 
shall work be done; but on the seventh 
day is a sabbath of solemn rest, a HOLY 
CONVOCATION.” Lev. 26:2. “Ye shall 
keep my sabbaths, and REVERENCE MY 
SANCTUARY.” Thus he _ requires not 
only cessation from profit-bearing 
labor, but a season of solemn worship in 
his sanctuary; and this in recognition of 
the ever-living, self-existent Creator, as 
contrasted with the worship of all infer- 
ior things. In the Christian dispensation, 
it is, in addition to the above, the rec- 
ognition of Christ as the divinely born, 
heaven-commissioned Savior of the 
world. 


The import of the tithe is similar to 
that of the sabbath. Its object is ree- 
ognition of the fact that the first step 
toward the forgetfulness of God is the 
false idea that we own the valuable pos- 
sessions that God has entrusted to us as 
his stewards. To prevent this, he re- 
quires us to pay (not give) him the 
tenth of “all the increase of thy seed, 
that which cometh forth from the field 
year by year.” This is the price of his 
rent for the use of all the valuables. 
which he has put into our possession. 
They are to test our honesty and trust- 
worthiness, that if faithful in the little 
first put into our possession, more may 
be entrusted to us. Hence he justly ac- 
euses those who withhold the tithe, and 
eall it their own, of robbery. “Ye say, 
Will a man rob God? yet ye rob me. 
But ye say, Wherein have we robbed thee? 
In tithes and offerings. Ye are cursed 
with a curse; for ve rob me even this 


— 


whole nation. Bring ye the whole tithe 
into the store-house, that there may be 
food in my house, and prove me now 
herewith, saith Jehovah of hosts, if I will 
not open you the windows of heaven, and 
pour you out a blessing, that there shall 
not be room enough to receive it.” (Mal. 
3:8-10.) The philosophy of these insti- 
tutions is this: God says, “All time is 
mine. I give to you, as my children, six- 
sevenths of it. Use that as you please, 
remembering always your accountability, 
to use it profitably to yourself and your 
fellow men, and in such a way as to hon- 
or me. It is to remind you of -your per- 
petual dependence upon and accountabil- 
ity to me. [ am Jehovah your God.” 

That men may realize the importance 
of observing this commandment, it has 
become well established that more work 
can be done, taking the year round, in 
six days than in seven. So thé observ- 
ance of the sabbath is in the end not on- 
ly a moral but a physical and financial 
gain. “Godliness is profitable unto all 
things.” 


In the case of the tithe, God says, 
“The earth is mine, and all that it pro- 


duces; the cattle are mine; the gold and 
silver are mine; in fact, all things, even 
yourselves, are mine. Of the produc- 
tions of your own labor, mental or man- 
ual, you may call nine-tenths your own, 
and use it as you choose, remembering, 
your accountability; but one-tenth, the 
first and the best, is mine. Touch it not 
except to build up my kingdom in the 
earth. If you do touch it, it will be a 
curse to you instead of a blessing. After 
you have thus devoted one-tenth to the 
advancement of my kingdom, the nine- 
tenths that remain to you will go fur- 
ther to supply your needs and promote 
your welfare and happiness than the 
whole, if you rob me of my tithe.” 

My fellow-citizens, remember what I 
say to you this day. Of all the under- 
mining influences that threaten the ul- 
timate destruction of this great repub- 
lic, these two are the most insidious and 
the most dangerous. Forgetfulness of 
God is the root from which all othe 
evils and perils grow. 

2. Next to this, and growing directly 
out of it, is failure to understand the 
relations existing between God and our- 
selves. This relationship is that of par- 
ent and children. Filial or unfilial, obe- 
dient or disobedient, the human race is 
God’s family. All the duties of children 
to parents are obligatory. Neglect of 
these duties endangers the government, 
because God’s kingdom is a family gov- 
ernment. Nations, as well as_ individ- 
uals, are his children. 

Our government (we call it ours, but 
it is his) is one of his agencies for build- 
ing up his kingdom in the earth. Bear 


ever in mind, every government is a 
moral agent, responsible for the per- 


formance of the work assigned to it, 
and accountable to him who has given 
it existence for that very work, and will 
be dealt with according to its trustwor- 
thiness. “As stewards of the manifold 
grace of God,’ we must remember that 
“it is required of stewards that a man 
be found faithful.” 

Of every moral agent, whether a per- 
son or a nation, two things are constant- 
ly required—(1) moral integrity in the 
use of responsibilities .already in hand; 
and (2) constantly growing capacity, in- 
creasing ability for additional responsi- 
bilities and usefulness. “Unto every ofie 
that hath shall be given, and he shall 
have abundance; but from him that hath 
not, even that which he hath shall be 
taken away.” “He that is faithful in a 
very little, is faithful also in much, and 
he that is unrighteous in a very little, 
is unrighteous also in much.” 

The perils of nations, as well as ‘of 
every individual man and woman, lie ex- 
actly at this point. It is the pivotal 
point of character and of destiny. 

While this issue, however, is ever upon 
us, there are crises in the life of every 
moral agent, when some great, radical 
question, that involves the issues of life 
and death, must be settled. In the case 
of nations, these crises should be watched 
with microscopic carefulness. Especially 
is this obligatory upon republics. “Eter- 
nal vigilance is the price of liberty.” 

In the maelstroms created by these 
crises, most of the republics of the past 
have been engulfed. At such times, “hap- 
py is the people whose God is Jehovah;” 
the people by whom the will of God is 
consulted, instead of their own ambition 
or cupidity. The most important crit- 
ical period through which we have been 


‘called to pass was that which terminated 


in abolition of slavery; when the decis- 
ion in favor of righteousness, humanity 
and liberty undoubtedly saved us from 


LIBERTY 
the annihilating curse of the displeasure 
of God. 

3. Third in the list of perils, and grow- 
ing out of the same principle, is neglect 
to recognize the brotherhood of man. 
We are all children of the same family. 
Social aristocracy, commercial dishonesty, 
industrial antagonism, judicial injustice, 
and political corruption, all perilously 
prejudicial and dangerous to our gov- 
ernment, have their origin in neglect, 
disregard, trampling under foot, the great 
fact that every man on earth, be he 
black or white, rich or poor, learned or 
unlearned, young or old, is a_ brother, 
and is entitled to all the rights, privi- 
leges, fraternal regards, of a fellow-citi- 
zen, both in the kingdom of God and 
the governments of man, unless he has 
forfeited those rights, privileges and re 
gards by misconduct. I have not time 
to argue the truth of this proposition 
in its relation to the several specific par- 
ticulars that I have enumerated, but that 
is an easy task for any one who has a 
logical head on his shoulders, or a hu- 


man heart in his bosom. One thing is 
certain: it is God’s truth; and unless it 
is soon learned and practiced in this 


heaven-favored republic, we may look for 
trouble. The labor question, growing 
chiefly out of an inordinate and heaven- 
defying greed for wealth, and political 
corruption, due mainly to the same in- 
human and disgraceful cause, are the 
perils from which the country is saved 
today only by the prayers of the few 
righteous, who are the “salt of the earth” 
and “the light of the world,” and are 
pleading with God as Abraham plead for 
Sodom. 

4.. There is yet one more peril to which 
we are exposed, first as individuals, but 
ultimately destructive of our govern- 
ment also, to which I must refer before 
I close. It is the growing and ruinous 


habit of self-indulgence. We must have 
everything we want, whether it ulti- 


mates in good or evil, in happiness or 
misery. We eat unwholesome food be- 
cause we like it. We wear health-ruining 
clothing because it is the style. We cul- 
tivate and become bond-slaves to dis- 
gusting, life-shortening, soul-destroying 
habits, because they are popular. We 
even pursue some of them, not with 
careless indifference, but with reckless 
disregard of consequences, because we en- 
joy the exercise of our individual, self- 


determining sovereignty. Many foolish 
and ruinous customs come under this 


head, but the most disgusting and ruin- 
ous to health, happiness and ‘human wel- 
fare in general, is the use of the poison- 
ous intoxicants, alcoholic liquors and to- 
baceo. These are the most inexcusable 
bad habits to which men are addicted. 
(I am glad the word men, in. this in- 
stance, does not include women.) Many 
forms of vice are common to men and 
women, too, that are simply the mis- 
use, or the excessive use, of natural ap- 
petites. For neither of these articles 
have men normally a natural appetite. 
That appetite is cultivated, and culti- 
vated voluntarily. Moreover, every man 
knows, when he tastes of either for the 
first time, that he is putting an enemy 
into his mouth that will steal away his 
brains; that he is seating upon the throne 
of his personal kingdom a foe and a ty- 
rant that will place his foot upon his 
neck, and make him a most abject and 
cringing slave; and, above all, that he 
is defiling the sanctuary of his God, the 
home, the parlor, of his heavenly Father. 
“Know ye not that ye are a temple of 
God, and that the Spirit of God dwelleth 
in you? If any man defile the temple 
of God, him shall God destroy; for the 
temple of God is holy, which temple ye 
are.” Hearer, beware what you do. The 
use, however, I wish to make of these 
facts to-day, is to say that the man 
who has lost the sovereign control of 
his own will, has lost the crowning glory 
of his’ manhood, and his noblest quali- 
fication as an American citizen. This is 
the entering wedge of political corrup- 
tion, the secret of most, if not all, the 
fraudulent transactions that have caused 
the cheeks of every truly loyal citizen 
to burn with mortification and shame in- 
expressible. as they have read the daily 
reports of the investigations that have 
been going on at Washington, St. Louis, 
Philadelphia (Where is the shade of Wil- 
liam Penn?), and even in our own fair 
Peninsula. As for Michigan, O that 
her record of political fraud, bank rob- 
beries and bribery might be obliterated 
trom the pages of history! But it can 
not be. “The gods ean not undo what 
has been done.” 

How must these men feel? How do 
their families feel? How will they feel, 
wearing striped jackets in prison? Hon- 
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orable family names disgraced for gen- 
erations to come! Disgraced? Indeed, 
a disgrace. Would it were no more! It 
is a menace to our government. Can 
we trust anybody? What is the cause 
of this state of things? I will tell you, 
Kvery one of these men is a bond-slave 
to self-indulgence. They are worshipers 
of mammon; neither worshipers of God, 
nor loyal citizens of the state. 

Do not tell me they are church mem- 
bers. They are not members of Christ’s 
Church. Do not tell me they are pa- 
triotic citizens, who would give their 
lives to save this republic. They are 
traitors. Members of any legislative 
body, who will sell their votes to the 
highest bidder, are nothing less than 
traitors; and such an act should be con- 
strued in law as an act of overt treason, 
and should disfranchise for life every 
guilty man. In what respect was Judas 
Iscariot or Benedict Arnold worse than 
they are? And men who, for financial 
or political gain, will do the Satanic work 
of soliciting votes by bribery, are still 
more despicably and infamously guilty. 
lf corruption, either active or passive, 
on the part of intelligent men, of high 
standing in the community, to whom is 
entrusted the guardianship of our free 
institutions, is not treasonable disloy- 
alty, pray tell me what it is. That there 
is cause for alarm can not be doubted, 
when loyal daily journals, magazines of 
highest literary standing, distinguished 
authors of our own and foreign nations, 
and even our patriotic President Roose- 
velt, feel called upon to sound the toesin 
of alarm. Let every loyal citizen awake 
and watch as a sentinel against the fur- 
ther advance of this most insidious foe, 
more dangerous by far than a_ hostile 
army it the field. 

In view of these circumstances, 
favorable and unfavorable to the per- 
petuity of our marvelous republic, we 
cought, if candid, and if we have any 
faith in God that he will fulfill his prom- 
ises and execute his threatenings, to be 
able to form some judgment as to the 
outcome, or at least as to the general

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trend of our national affairs at the pres- 
ent time. 

There are, however, two weighty cir- 
eumstances yet to be laid in the bal- 
ance, one in each scale, that must not 
be left out. The first is the loyalty of 
the masses of our citizens. There is no 
loyalty in the politicians, and it is the 

liticians that hold most of the offices. 
There is, however, in the majority of the 
people, up to the present time, a true, 
atriotic loyalty, that has hitherto as- 
serted itself when real danger has _ be- 
come imminent. This was our salvation 
at the time of the late misunderstanding 
between us and our Southern brethren. 
Party lines were obliterated, and patri- 
otism reigned supreme throughout the 
land. This will undoubtedly be a mighty 
factor—we hope a saving factor—for a 
long time to come, hopefully to the end 
of time. 

The other circumstance that may, some 
sad day, even outweigh this, is this: If 
the time should ever come when such 
a change should be called for, not on 
the part of the few only, but in the 
masses, as would demand the self-denial 
and self-sacrifice spoken of above, for 
lack of which men are slaves to their 
«appetites and lusts, then would come the 
supreme crisis of our liberties. Then 
would be revealed the fact, which .you 
may not believe today, that this will- 
ingness to be the slave of a bad habit 
is the root of the most deadly upas tree 
that is spreading its poisonous branches 
over our land. Our pilgrim mothers con- 
sented to forego their tea—their favorite 
beverage though it was—and allow a 
whole cargo of it to be put steeping in 
Boston harbor, rather than submit to 
the tax laid upon it by Great Britain. 
Is it not doubtful, at least, whether the 
slaves of tobacco and whisky would 
show such loyalty? One thing is cer- 
tain: they show no such loyalty in the 
states where prohibitory laws have been 
enacted. My severe judgment on this 
point is based upon the truth contained 
in James 2:10, “Whosoever shall keep 
the whole law, and yet stumble in one 
point, he is become guilty of all.” This 
mysterious passage is usually interpreted 
to mean that the transgression of one 
of the commandments makes one guilty 
the same as if he had transgressed them 
all. It means that and more. It asserts 
a great truth that few have become aware 
of. It is this: He who has so little 
regard for law AS SUCH, 8o little regard 
for law BECAUSE IT IS LAW, that, under a 
certain temptation, he would transgress 
one command, would transgress any oth- 
er, or all of them, if the same weight of 
temptation were presented; that is the 
class of men of whom it may be truly 
said, “Every man has his price.” Do not 
suppose, however, that the disgraceful 
saying is true, and that there are no 
men who can not be bought; if you do, 
that is good evidence that you can be 
bought yourself. That is just the point 
on which “men judge others by them- 
selves.” 


Let us now hear the conclusion of the 
whole matter. The only danger to which, 
as a nation, we are seriously exposed, is 
SELFISHNESS IN INDIVIDUAL CITIZENS. “An 
enlightened and virtuous people can never 
be enslaved;” but selfish people, whether 
enlightened or unenlightened, are en- 
slaved already. A selfish citizen of this 
republic can never make a patriotic and 
trustworthy official. 

At the present time, selfishness mani- 
fests itself in two forms—greed for great 
wealth and bondage to bad habits. For 
both these evils there is a complete rem- 
edy. It is found in the two great com. 
mandments. The first is, “Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, 
mind and strength.” He who keeps 
this commandment, will worship God in- 
He will set his affections 
on things that are above, not on things 
that are on the earth. 

The second is, “Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor as thyself.” He who keeps this 
commandment, will regard the life, repu- 
tation, rights, prosperity and happiness 
of all his fellow-men just as sacredly as 
he regards his own. This will settle all 
social, commercial, industrial, judicial 
and. political difficulties; introduce the 
reign of righteousness throughout the 
length and breadth of all our posses- 
sions, and secure the favor of God for- 
ever. 

We see, then, that the safety of our 
republic must be found in INDIVIDUAL 
RIGHTEOUSNESS rather than in any partic- 
ular political policy. Hence, my closing 
instruction, in the name of the Lord, 
to every man, is this: If you want the 
nation to be pure, be pure yourself. If 
you want to perpetuate the principles 
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of liberty on which the nation was found- 
ed, look well to it that you guard your 
own liberty from any enslaving habit. 
If you want the officials of the nation 
to be trustworthy, broad-minded, honest, 
noble men of sterling character, proof 
against fraud, corruption, bribery, trea- 
son in all its dangerous forms, be just 
such a man yourself, and train your chil- 
dren from infancy into the same line of 
true, noble, patriotic life; and do all you 
can to influence the youth that come 
into your presence to be free from all 
enslaving habits, and from selfishness in 
all its hideous and ruinous forms; for, 
depend upon it, the slave of whisky, to- 
bacco and money is not a safe man with 
whom to entrust the management of the 
affairs of this free nation. 

The words of our text are addressed 
to individuals, and not to the nation as 
such. “It shall come to pass, if thou 
shalt hearken diligently unto the voice 
of Jehovah thy God, to observe to do all 
his commandments which I command thee 
this day, that Jehovah thy God will set 
thee on high above all the nations of the 
earth.” 

Since we are living in a world of law, 
where consequences follow causes with all 
the certainty of the divine will, may the 
Holy Spirit impress these fundamental 
facts deeply upon the heart of every 
American citizen, that we may conduct 
ourselves worthily of the great trust 
that has been committed to us as a na- 
tion and as individuals, thus securing the 
Divine favor, and perpetuating our free 
institutions through all the generations 
to the end of time.

Methodist Discipline and Amusements. 


In the burning of the Chicago theater 
two Methodist ministers and several lay 
members perished. The tragedy has 
forced into painful prominence in the 
Methodist Church the question of main- 
taining its rules, which provide for the 
expulsion of members who persist in at- 
tending theaters. One lay member who 
was killed held the highest position a 
layman ean hold in the Epworth League, 
a man who had earnestly advocated a 
pledge which was adopted by the league 
and which he signed, promising “to ab- 
stain from all those forms of wordly 
amusements forbidden by the Discipline.” 
He had for years been breaking this 
pledge. The New York Christian Advo- 
cate frankly and wisely faces the situa- 
tion by condemning without qualifica- 
tion this deliberate violation of a pledge 
voluntarily assumed as an _ important 
duty in the service of Christ. No de- 
fense of it is. possible. No sympathy 
with sorrowing friends could excuse si- 
lence. The fellow-members of this man 
who knew that he was dishonoring his 
word and who made no public remon- 
strance have done a grave injury to the 
church. The question of retaining this 
rule concerning amusements will be a 
vital one before the General Conference 
next May. We do not believe it is wise 
to attempt to impose such rules on a 
church, or that they can be enforced. 
3ut we hope and expect that the discus- 
sion of this question will not divert the 
conference from the duty of declaring 
that deliberate disregard of a solemn 
promise made to the church renders one 
unworthy of its fellowship.—Congrega- 
tionalist. 








Obituaries. 





REV. JAMES W. LAWTON 


Was born in Oppinham, Montgomery 
County, N. Y., August 9, 1840. His parents 
moved to the town of Clarendon, Orleans 
County, N. Y., A. D. 1841, where his home 
had been ever since. 

His education was in the district schools 
of his home and the Albion High School. He 
was practically a self-made man. He was 
married to Miss Elizabeth Peterson, May 13, 
1860, who has been one of the most devoted 
and faithful wives and mothers. Mr. Law- 
ton and his wife made the good confession 
of faith in Christ as the Son of God and 
their only Savior under the labors of Rev. J. 
D. Childs. Mr. Lawton very soon gave evi- 
dence of being possessed of rare ability to 
plead his new found faith, and hope of the 
gospel. 

He was ordained to the work of the min- 
istry of God’s word in 1859, being in his 
19th year. After his ordination for 15 years 
he worked at the trade of blacksmithing 
during the week, and on the Lord’s day 
preached from two to three times. For more 
than forty years he has pleaded with mark- 
ed ability the cause of primitive Christianity. 

He was a man ~possessing many rare 
talents or gifts, among which might be men- 
tioned natural artistic skill, as evinced by oil 
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and crayon painting of various kinds. His 
“chalk talks” were marvels of his ability to 
put on the blackboard rapidly the ideals 
with which he would impress his hearers. 
Had he devoted his life to this branch alone 
he would have ranked with the world’s 
great masters. 

He made himself by careful study familiar 
with the human system, its diseases and 
remedies and how to administer them. Had 
he made this science his life-work he would 
have stood in the front ranks of the profes- 
sion. For many years he had manufactured 
what is known as “Lawton’s Indian H:rbal 
Remedies.” Mr. Lawton was a genius in 
mechanism; he could build a house, and if 
need be a steam engine. As a minister he 
had great ability. I know of but few that 
could grasp more readily, and tell more elo- 
quently the great things of the gospel and 
urge them more impressively upon the con- 
sideration and acceptance of the people. 

This pulpit and platform ability was 
recognized by the temperance people of this 
state, who made him standard bearer of the 
Prohibition party. This cause in his hands, 
never suffered for ability to pleaa it. 

His sympathy with the common people 
and his ability to plead their cause was 
recognized by the “Peoples Party” at 
Batavia on October 4, 1894, by their unan- 
imous nomination of Rev. J. W. Lawton for 
member of Congress. When Mr. Bryan was 
first nominated as candidate for the presi- 
dency, Mr. Lawton had the same convictions 
on the money question as Mr. sryan, and 
he had the courage of those convictions and 
the ability to plead them, and took the 
stump for Mr. Bryan. 

His services were frequently sought for 
Fourth of July orations, Decoration Day, 
G. A. R. celebrations, pioneer picnics and 
similar occasions. These occasions always 
found him ready and equal to the emergency. 

As an evangelist he was very successful. 
He devoted much of his time to this work in 
this and other states. Thousands have beea 
led to the Lord through his instrumentality.
